AROUND thi* time of year a 
pre it many paronta are begin­ 
ning to have anxiety over the 
child's progress at school. Will he 
"pass” and be promoted to the 
next grade? 
In some school* the child may 
be sent on to the next grade more 
or less regardless of whether he 
has attained the standard for his 
grade—wholesale promotion. But 
tho intelligent parent wants to 
know what this child’s chances 
for future school progress are. 
While we usually are wise to 
leave it to the school to decide to 
what grade-level the child shall 
b? assigned for next fall, we feel 
wk! should try to do something 
about the matter. 
Unfortunately, parents of th® 
child known to be lagging far be­ 
hind at school are inclined to 
charge him with indifference or 
laziness, to shame, scold and 
punish him. 
Talk Wiih Teacher 
By talking with the teacher, the 
parent might discover In what 
special ways this child has learn­ 
ing difficulties and how he might 
be helped by his parents at home 
or by a skilful teacher employed 
to tutor him for short periods 
several days a week. Usually such 
a helper can do far better with 
the child than can his parents 
There are a good many chil­ 
dren who, with proper help from 
now till school vacation begins 
could make tremendous improve­ 


ment. Others, who also might 
profit from such help, may be so 
far in arrears as not to be able 
to make the gains expected. Even 
so. the advantage won for their 
future success may be very great. 
Always we must try to use our 
heads, be reasonable and have 
the child’s progress in mind. 
Sometimes the child’s trouble 
Is with a single subject, especially 
reading. Now reading is basic in 
all subjects beyond the first few 
grades. As a rule, the child who 
falls In history, geography, sci­ 
ence and the like, falls to read 
well enough to learn from his 
books in these subjects, t My home 
help bulletins in reading, spelling 
and arithmetic, also my bulletin 
Tips for Students,’’ may be had 
by

Psychologist At School 
If there Is a psychologist or a 
reading expert or both at school, 
seek help from them. Otherwise 
get from your school principal the 
name of reliable experts In these 
fields. You shall be professionally 
safe also lf you got in touch with 
the psychology department of 
your nearest college or university, 
In many cases it may be neces­ 


sary to persuade or require the 
child to be home on nights before 
school and go at his homework 
in a aystematlc manner. But wo 
must remember that hit going 
through auch forms of regularity 
won’t guarantee efficient study.
